1899 PLANS FOR LATONIA. 

According to the Cincinnati Commercial-Tri- 
bnne, a strong effort to restore racing at La- 
tonia to its former popularity and high stand- 
ing is to be made. It says: “W. E. Applegate, 
owner of the Latonia track, is in favor of in- 
creasing the purses at the coming spring meet- 
ing at Latonia, and if his plans do not miscarry, 
the smallest purse at the track will be 3400, in- 
stead of 1250 and $300, as formerly. Mr. Apple- 
gate heartily indorsed the raising of purses hy 
the Jockey Club in the east, and mere than in- 
timidated that Latonia would follow suit. He 
also stated that there would be no syndi- 
cate betting at Latonia this spring. ’Yon 
may say for me,’ said Mr. Applegate, ‘that 
there will be an epen betting ring, or 
I there will be no racing at Latonia. The 
syndicate system is not , wanted by the race- 
going public, and I have discovered it te my 
cost. The ring will be open at Latonia if only 
ten bookmakers cut in. I have been censider- 
ing the advisibility of raising our purses to $404 
as this would be the means of attracting an 
excellent class of horses. I hardly think there 
will be any racing around Chicago this year, 
and this will practically leave the western field 
to Latonia and St. Louis. With $400 purses, an 
open betting ring and higbclass stakes twice a 
week, 1 see no reason why Latonia should not 
have a grand meeting. Everything points to it, 
and we will endeavor to restore the sport in 
these parts, so far as it lies within our power. 
1 expect Secretary Ed Hopper to get here from 
San Francisco inside the next month, and he 
will announce the complete plans for the spring 
meeting at Latonia.” 

MOTES OF THE TURF. 

The trainers are beginning to get their horses 
out on the track, both at Morris Park and 
Sheepshead. Superintendent Gorman put his 
harrows on the Morris Park track the latter 
part of last week, and Superintendent Frank 
Clark, of Sheepshead, did the same on Sun- 
day. 

The improvement in racing at New Orleans, 
since Captain Bees has been in command, is a 
most eloquent tribute to Mr. Rees’ ability in 
the fundamental linos of correct observation 
and impartial decision.

Superintendent Lee, of the Bennings track, 
has written to Secretary Crickmore that the 
applications for stalls for the April meeting 
outnumber the supply nearly two to one. 

On Deck, Typhoon II , Previous and Heliobas, 
in the Bromiey St Co. string, are reporced to 
have passed the winter in robust health and are 
in fine condition for the training track. 

Fifty new stalls are in process of construction 
at the Little Rock track, with a probability 
that another fifty may be added. 

W. C. Whitney’s collection of broodmares al- 
ready numbers forty-five of the choicest in the 
land, 

Adam Beck, the Canadian turfman, has signed 
jockey Sullivan to ride the coming season. 

The reported sale of Duueis to George Miller, 
acting for Charles L. Fair, is denied. 



THE WHITNEY STABLE STAR.S. 

Some observations of “Kelston’s” based on 
an inspection of the powerful Whitney stable 
are of interest in view of what is expected this 
year from its many noted horses. He says : 

“Of the older horses. Plaudit has furnished 
and filled out all over. He is a much bigger 
and more powerful animal, and taken all to- 
gether is perhaps the most high class typo that 
Himyar has ever sired. I am still of the opinion 
that he is the highest class horse of his age 
now in training. He has been suffering from 
rheumatism and is now occasionally troubled 
with it. 

“George Keene looks remarkably well, and if 
I had to pick the winner of the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap at this early date I would select this mus- 
cular son of Onondaga. He is none too harshly 
treated in the Metropolitan Handicap also, and 
as he showed great form over the Withers mils 
last fall he has only to be fit on the day of the 
race to take a lot of beating at the weights. 
When this colt is at his best we have few abler 
horses in training. 

“Loki looks well, but there is a doubt that ha 
will stand training. 

“The rangy, big-framed Bnela (Lon Bramble) 
will be schooled for j nmping. She is not exactly 
the type for the cross-country game, but if ske 
takes kindly to it will do well. 

“Linstock, which will be put to hurdle rac- 
ing, is a nice stamp uf horse, and should make a 
smart timber topper, as he is a clean cut, active 
looking animal, with both substance and 
quality. 

“Hnrly Burly has put on fiesh and grown 
quite a bit. 

“High Degree has spread and furnished well, 
and so, too, has Toluca. Black Venus has also 
come on nicely. Harmonica has not thrived as 
wall as the others. 

“Mr. Clay is developing into quite a good 
looking horse, and it may be that he will prove 
but little behind the rest, as he* kept on im- 
proving all of last season. 

“Jean Berand, always wall furnished and 
muscular, looks but little different from what 
he did six months ago, though he is deeper 
through the heart and bigger quartered. Ha is 
a really good sized horse on short legs, and 
while he has plenty of length, he could well do 
with an inch or two more in height. Standing 
up to him I discovered he would not quite show 
15.1, which is under the standard, and while 
there is plenty of horse to him I would feel 
more hopefni of his future if he were nearer to 
15.3. 

“He always struck me as being an early 
matured colt that would be liable to show as 
good form as a two-year-old as be ever woald- 
“The two-year-olds have done remarkably 
well, and collectively are the best lot I have 
seen anywhere. There are half a dozen colts 
that for all around excellence it would be no 
easy matter to duplicate. 

“The Equipoise, Dawn, Exile, Flitaway, Miss 
Ransom, Miss Nailer, and Last Ban colts are 
all exceptionally promising, if there is anything 
in looks. - 

“The Miss Ransem celt is put up on a large 
scale and is mere like his sire, Candlemas, than 
anything else be has ever sired. 

“The Last Ban colt is a truly magaificanl 
yonugster, and even now looks like a well fur- 
nished three-year-old. Although on a big 
scale, be is smart and active, smooth turned 
and full of quality, and if ever his sire, Ben 
Strome, is to be credited with a real smasher, 
i on looks as well as breeding, this ought to ba 
I the one.”
